I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1965. 

V 

There  have  been  the  usual  outbreaks  of  the  infectious  diseases 
of  childhood,  none  of  them  serious.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  no 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified.  Immunisation  against  both 
these  diseases  is  undoubtedly  of  great  value  and  it  is  most  important 
that  it  should  continue  at  a  high  level. 

The  population  of  the  district  continues  to  rise  as  a  result  of  a 
great  amount  of  new  building.  This  rapid  growth  is  sometimes  too 
swift  for  the  necessary  services,  as  has  occurred  at  Wembury,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  by  next  year  this  situation  will  have  been  satisfactorily 
dealt  with. 

The  vital  statistics  show  considerable  variation,  but  this  is  not 
of  any  significance,  as  the  numbers  concerned  are  comparatively 
small,  so  that  what  may  occur  by  chance  has  a  marked  effect  on  the 
rate  concerned.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Plymstock  Main  Drainage  Scheme  and  the  construction  of 
Radford  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  both  been  completed  during 
the  year. 
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Schemes  for  the  drainage  of  Newton  and  Noss,  Wembury,  Down 
Thomas  and  Heybrook  Bay  have  been  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval. 

Investigations  are  being  carried  out  on  the  existing  sewerage 
system  in  Ivybridge  with  a  view  to  renewal,  together  with  the 
extension  of  the  Sewage  Works  in  due  course. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  has  continued  normally  throughout 
the  year,  and  a  weekly  collection  has  been  afforded  to  the  whole 
district  with  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated  properties. 

The  disposal  tip  at  Ivybridge  has  been  closed  and  all  refuse  is  now 
taken  to  the  joint  tip  at  Chelson  Meadow.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  AND  1951 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  local  Authority  to  cause  to  be  buried  or 
cremated  the  body  of  any  person  who  dies  or  is  found  dead  in  their 
area,  in  any  case  where  it  appears  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for 
the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made.  It  was  not  necessary  to  do 
so  during  the  year,  but  portions  of  two  human  skeletons  were 
buried  at  the  request  of  the  Coroner. 
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PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1952 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1952.  It  is  necessary 
for  a  person  keeping  a  Pet  Shop  to  be  licensed  by  the  Council. 
2  licences  were  renewed  during  the  year. 


FIREGUARDS  ACT,  1953 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1953.  The  Act  and 
the  Orders  and  Regulations  made  thereunder  make  provision  for  the 
fitting  of  guards  of  approved  type  to  all  heating  appliances. 

All  appliances  manufactured  after  1st  October,  1953,  must  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  the  provisions  apply  to  all  fires, 
etc.,  sold  by  retail  after  1st  October,  1954. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  regard  to  the  sale  of  such 
appliances. 


CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT, 

1960 

Applications  for  Site  Licences  were  received  in  respect  of  a  number 
of  sites.  These  have  been  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  and, 
after  determination  of  their  requirements  under  the  Principal  Act' 
Licences  have  been  issued  in  respect  of  3  sites. 

Enquiries  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  continue  to  be  received 
and  action  and  vigilance  is  required  to  control  the  unlawful  siting 
of  caravans. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963

RODENT  CONTROL 

In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949, 
no  charge  was  made  for  work  carried  out  at  private  dwellings  but 
the  full  cost  of  work  at  business  premises  was  recovered. 
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Co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Officials  of  the  Infesta¬ 
tion  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and 
their  advice  is  always  appreciated. 

Annual  Test  Baiting  was  carried  out  in  April  in  414  manholes  in  31 
sewerage  systems.  As  a  result  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  mainten¬ 
ance  treatment  in  May  in  6  systems  (140  manholes).  The  second 
maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  in  November  in  6  systems 
(140  manholes).  The  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  treated 
on  37  occasions,  the  Refuse  Tips  on  3  occasions,  and  other  Council 
land  on  one  occasion. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  can  be  seen  from 
the  table. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  operator, 
assisted,  part-time,  by  another  workman  in  the  Department. 

The  methods  advocated  by  the  Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  extermination  of  rats  and 
mice  were  used,  the  bait  bases  being  damp  sausage  rusk,  bread  mash, 
oatmeal  and  sugar  meal,  and  the  poisons  Zinc  Phosphide,  Arsenious 
Oxide,  Antu  (Alpha-naphthyl-thiourea),  and  Warfarin.
